WASHINGTON, D. C., JUDO 1.—The 


nomination of General Bristow as Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, has been receiv- 
ed with a strong expression of favor on 
all sides. 
Whilo [Solicitor General he 


became well known 10 a largo number 
of members of tho present Congress, 
and secured both the respect and estecin 
of all. Ho docs not claim unusual 
knowledge of financial matters, but is a 
lawyer of high standing, and as such 


_ accustomed 10 deal with all public ques- 


tions. 
Ho is recognized as a man of 


excellent executive ability, and fully 
capable of reorganizing tho department 
to which ho has been appointed, nnd 
administering its affairs in a business 
like manner. lie will doubtlras have 
full authoi ity from the President with- 
in proper limits to make ull changes 
which he deems necessary. 
As a poht- 


ical advisor, it is, argued on till handb 
that ho will givo much strength to (ho 
Cabinet 
Ho was lu.ig known here as 


one of thu most courageous officers con 
nectcd with the administtution, iu his 
intuicourao with tho President never 
failing to tell him of what, in his'opin-. 
ion, was going wrong, or what, in" his 
judgment, could bo improved. This 
general conviction that the Cabinet will 
be greatly strengthened by his entering 
it forms a general subject of congratu- 
lation on all sides. 
Members of the 


Committee on Ways and Means and 
tho Senate Finance Committee are 
greatly pleased with (he selection, and 
perfect harmony will prevail between 
these impoitant bodies. The new Sec- 
retary, General Bristow, was one of the 
original Union men of Kentucky. 
He 


early entered tho service and has an ex- 
cellent military record. 
At the close of 


the war he resumed the practice of law, 
and was soon appointed United States 
District Attorney, at LouisvilK 
He 


rendered most efficient service to the 
government, acting in the closest accord' 
with General G. II. Thomas iu sup- 
pressing Ku klux. iHis efficiency in 
tho office caused his selection, without 
his seeking, for the office of Solicitor 
General, on tbo oreation of the Depart- 
ment of Justice. At the close of two 
years' service in his position he re- 
sumed the practice of law at Louisville, 
in partnership with General J. M. Har- 
lan, and their firm to day is one of the 
most prominent in tho State. 


He did not seek this office, and bus 


in fact taken it with very great reluct- 
ance and only after'united urging on 
the part of many friends. 
The Presi- 


dent did not consult him, everi indi- 
rectly, until after it had been decided 
to make the nomination. 
There is a 


general feeling of relief here among the 
Republican circles at tho settlement of 
the matter which has been reached.
